Once asaln the war Is 
a grim reality to London. 

B\il now DTlllsli ant\ alUert Mmn arc 
aeross the channel, and the attacks on Lon- 
don are the Inst blows of a wounded, dying, 
but still trcactieroua enemy. 

Mr. Churchill offered no hope for Immedi- 
ate relief from these attacks. He did not min- 
imize their seriousness. Yet Brlton.s know that 
their military science has devised n success- 
ful defense ni:all\.st every new enemy devel- 
opment thus far. They know that the robot, 
for all Its dcstructlvencss, cannot duck or 
dod^c or shoot back.

EDUCATION NOW 
The University of Denver has announced 
that It wSU opta Its doors on July 24 to aa 
many eligible honorably discharged veterans 
of thia war ns It can accommodate, regardless 
of whether government funds are available at 
the time.
